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CHURCHES TO POLL 
DESIRE OF NATION 
FOR WORLD PEACE 


Enthusiastic Regional Conference 
in Boston Indicative of Wide- 
spread Response 


A poll of the people of the United 
States on behalf of world peace will 
be made by the churches. The re- 
sponse which may be expected to this 
gigantic undertaking was clearly indi- 
cated in Boston. yesterday when the 
regional conference plan was launched, 
- insuring a chain of local meetings 
throughout Massachusetts, a plan 
which will be duplicated in every 
state in the Nation. Thousands, of 
persons attended the three meetings, 
a noticeable fact being the great pre- 
ponderance of men in the audiences. 
Four organizations have combined to 
carry over the program, the Church 
Peace Union, the World Peace Founda- 
tion, the Commission on International 
Justice and Goodwill of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, and the World Alliance for 
International Friendship through the 
Churches. 

Proceeding along practical political 
lines, the church intends to press its 
plea with the Federal Administration 
at Washington for entrance both into 
the League of Nations or an associa- 
tion of nations, and into the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice. 
Through these meetings it is expected 
that millions of men and women will 
be impelled to write their senators 
and congressmen urging peace. In ad- 
dition a plan is on foot to put on rec- 
ord every candidate for future politi- 
cal office as to his position on peace. 


Type of Resolutions 

The type of resolutions which it is 
expected to pour into Washington is 
shown by the one passed by 2000 per- 
sons in Symphony Hall, Boston, last 
evening. The resolution announces 
the belief “that permanent interna- 
tional peace and domestic prosperity 
can be secured only by dignified and 
responsible participation by our Gov- 
ernment in an international organiza- 
tion,” and then says: 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, That 
we citizens of the United States assem- 
bled in Symphony Hall, Boston, in mass 
meeting on March 5, 1923, do heartily 
indorse the action of the President in 
taking steps to secure the participation 
of the United States in the Permanent 
Court of International Justice; and urge 
that the incoming Senate give its advice 
and consent thereto at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity; 

And be it further resolved, That we 
hereby petition, urge and vest the 
President and Senate of the United 
States: at the earliest possible date to 
) League of Na on such 


- €onstitution and consonant with the 
dignity and honor, the moral responsi- 
bility and power of our Republic; 

With Alvan T. Fuller, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Massachusetts presiding, 
speeches were made by George W. 
Wickersham, former Attorney-General 
of the United States; Prof. Irving 
Fisher of Yale University, and the 
‘Rev. James L. Barton, secretary of 
the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. 

Mr. Wickersham declared that had 
the United States remained in the 
councils of the Allies, Europe would 
now be on the road to _ restored 
and stable economic conditions. “As 
we chose to remain aloof,” he said, 
“it does not become us to criticize 
the methods adopted by France to 
compel from Germany that reparation 
which by all the laws of war and 
treaty she is bound to make, if it takes 
the last mark from her repentant and 
offending population.” ) 


Must Join Sooner or Later 

Sooner or later the United States 
must join the League of Nations, as- 
serted Mr. Wickersham, and the con- 
science of the Nation will not rest 
easy while political leaders abandon 
the traditional idealism of the Re- 
public. 

The United States needs the League 
of Nations, just as much as the League 
needs the United States, Professor 
Fisher told the audience. The United 
States should enter the League for 
three reasons, he said: 

First, it is absolutely essential if we 
are to wind up the war—finish the 


, if we are to prevent com- 

armaments. 

, if we are to prevent a re- 
currence of world wars. 

Besides these three essential reasons, 
there is a fourth which, while not now 
essential, may ultimately prove to be 
the most important, namely to promote 
the general welfare and progress of the 
world in humanitarian, economic, finan- 
cial, political, social and intellectual 
ways. 

America’s entrance into the League 
of Nations would enable the countries 
to get rid of military expenditures by 
making peace more secure. Appar- 
ently no European government, except 
possibly. England's, has yet balanced 
its budget. Europe’s poverty means 
less power to buy of us. Keeping 
peace is a prerequisite of the object of 
economic advantage in finance, trade, 
and agriculture. 

If the crust of fixed opinion formed 
by politica] pressure could be broken 
the real desire of the American people 
would show a vast majority upon the 
side of unrestricted co-operation in 


international affairs, said Dr. Barton.:: 


“We could secure this only by asking 
a vote upon such a question as, ‘Shall 
the United States assume its fair and 
full share of responsibility in adjust- 
ing international relations and in pro- 
moting permanent peace and good will 
among the nations?’ I am convinced 
that an overwhelming majority of the 
people of the United States would take 
the ground that we as a great, rich 
nation can do no less than this with- 
out belying our inheritance and be- 
traying the trust imposed in it by 
those who gave themselves without 
reserve to bring the great war to a 
conclusion.

He warns against estab- 
lishing new agencies of administration 
at this time. He expresses the utmost 
confidence in the future of Alaska, 
whose “potentialities are so manifast, 
its resources so manifold, that it can- 


not mark time or retrograde.” 

“In growing volume of commerce, 
in steadily expanding industry, the 
year just closed showed unmistakable 
signs of returning prosperity in which 
the entire Territory is already sharing 
or soon will begin to share,’ Governor 
Bone declares. 

He says that Alaska has overcome 
adverse conditions incident to read- 
justment following the war with less 
difficulty than other sections of the 
national domain. Continuing, the Gov- 
ernor said: . 

Numerically the Territory has wit- 
nessed a decline since the first Legis- 
lature here assembled. The population 
is less today than then. But Alaska has 
a more permanent citizenry than 10 
years ago. It has become a country of 
homes. The Territory, in spite of ad- 
verse conditions, has not stood still. 

School System Praised 

Foremost of Alaska’s achievements 

since becoming a Territory is the estab- 
lishment upon a firm foundation of a 
public school system, which inspires 
pride of citizenship and must ever com- 
mand a fostering care. Year by year 
the enrollment has increased. The 
progressive standards of Alaska schools 
are recognized in the states. A primary 
need of growth has been met. No land 
can be developed without schools and 
no other domain in its early days ever 
made more distinct or signal progress 
in this respect than has Alaska. To 
the educational advantages offered by 
the Territory is clearly to be ascribed 
the multiplying number of homes and 
permanent residents. That the school 
system will be wisely safeguarded and 
promoted henceforth is confidently to 
be assumed. 
* Alaska officially is not over-organized. 
The simplicity and inexpensiveness of 
its local government are in striking 
contrast with the complicated bureau- 
cratic system of federal control. Of 
necessity compelled to keep within its 
revenues, the Territory is not burdened 
with excessive overhead costs, but con- 
ducts its affairs at a minimum of ex- 
pense, with scrupulous regard for the 
outlay of public monies. Prudence is 
still required. Conditions do not yet 
warrant administrative expansion. 

A trend toward over-organization, 
federal, state, and city, throughout the 
Union, has made for heavy public in- 
debtedness and high taxation, with the 
accompanying ills of inefficient govern- 
ment, and Alaska may further profit by 
this mistaken policy by continuing 
studiously to avoid it. Not until popu- 
lation is substantially increased and 
revenues largely augmented will more 
elaborate official machinery be justified. 


Conservation of Fisheries 


Conservation of the fisheries is of the 
utmost importance. Under a system of 
reservation and regulation by zone, the 
Government, through the Department 
of Commerce, is now undertaking, for 
the first time in the history of these 
fisheries, to compel conservation. Alas- 
kans justly look with disfavor upon 
such reserves of water or land and 
oppose the principle involved, but the 
system inaugurated as the only imme- 
diate alternative possesses the virtue of 


necessary. 

Completition and operation of the 
$56,000,000 Alaska railroad, and open- 
ing of the Alaska Agricultural College 
and School of Mines were termed “out- 
standing features” of Alaska’s growth 
by the Governor. A colonization plan 
which will insure the granting of land 
rights to veterans of the World War 
was another plan advocated by the 
Governor.

LAW ENFORCEMENT 
TO BE 1924 ISSUE 


Wayne B. Wheeler Calls Dry Act 
Repeal Attempt Poor Politics 
and Poor Patriotism 


Law enforcement rather than pro- 
hibition will be an issue at the 1924 
presidential election, according to 
Wayne B. Wheeler, legislative counsel 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
who is in Boston today to participate 
in a debate this evening before the 
Boston Economic Club. If the Re- 
publican Party, which holds its con- 
vention first, should pass a prohi- 
bition plank for its platform, it is 
possible that the Democrats might 
adopt a beer and wine plank; whereas 
if the Rephblicans come out simply 
for law enforcement the Democrats 
can do little else than likewise, Mr. 
Wheeler feels. 

In telling a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor of the pros- 
pects of prohibition in the election, 
he said: 

_ Law enforcement will be one of the 
most important if not the dominant 
issue in the 1924 elections. Most people 
hoped that the opponents of prohibition 
would be willing to give this new policy 
of government a fair trial before de- 
manding the repeal or modification of 
the laws to enforce the Constitution. 
They have thrown down the gauntlet, 
however, and the friends of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment will meet it both in 
the congressional elections, the national 
political conventions, and at the polls. 
New Arguments Missing 

To repeal the national prohibition 
act and allow the states only to deal 
with the liquor traffic is so clearly a 
nullification program that the people 
will defeat it overwhelmingly. No new 
arguments have been presented in 
favor of “light” wines and beer. It 
has been made an issue in three na- 
tional congressional elections, and has 
made no headway. 

The last pronouncement of the wets 
is an appeal for $7,000,000 to control 
the national political conventions, write 
in a wet plank in at least one of these 
platforms, and nominate the candidate 
on at least one party ticket who will 
appeal to the wets. At this time, their 
first choice in the Democratic conven- 
tion seems to be Oscar W. Underwood 
(D.), Senator from Alabama. He has 
been a consistent foe of national pro- 
hibition, though he has not announced 
his attitude on the beer and wine 
question. 

In view of the fact that his own State 
prohibited all liquors, as well as 14 
other states, largely in the south; and 
20 states prohibited the one-half per 
cent alcoholic beverages, two states the 
1 per cent variety, and all others but 
two have adopted the definition in the 
National Prohibition Act by reference, 
the Senator will doubtless hesitate to 
give any comfort to the friends of beer 
and wine.

|'GREEKS DEMAND 
ACTION AGAINST 
KEMALIST TURKS

MYTILENE, March 6—Turkish vio- 
lence in the Near East is the subject 
of bitter criticism in the Greek press. 
Publicists are demanding action by 
the Government, claiming that the 
Greeks can remain no longer un- 
moved by the cries of their brethren, 
while Christians perish daily and 
Islam lives in tranquillity. An insis- 
tent demand for reprisals has arisen, 
the argument being put forward that 
reprisals are the only thing that will 
carry weight with the Osmanii. 

In general, the Greek press is dis- 
appointed with the course of events. 
The Hellenes assert that they have 
never stooped to acts of violence 
against those responsible for their 
plight, but have allowed the Turks 
to carry on business unobstructed. 
‘The news from Angora is confusing, 
‘and contradictory events point to a 
lvery critical situation.

WAGNERIAN OPERA 
LOSES UNION FIGHT 


Otto Metzger Says Company 
Was Forced to Recruit Or- 
chestra in America 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
NEW YORK, March 6—Though the 
success of the Wagnerian Opera Fes- 
tival at the Manhattan Opera House 
has been great enough to warrant en- 
gagement of another theater for a 


‘three weeks’ extension of the season, 


it has fallen short of what it would 
have been if the musica] unions had 
permitted an orchestra to be brought 
into the United States to assist in the 


performances, according to Otto 
Metzger, German representative of the 
organization. 

Talking with a member of the New 
York staff of The Christian Science 
Monitor tonight, Mr. Metzger said: 

We planned to bring with us a com- 
plement of men from the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. But the officials 
of the American unions told us that we 
must make up our orchestra from 
among the musicians that were at 
leisure in the United States and avail- 
able for opera service. We asked how 
it was that an Italian orchestra was 
allowed two seasons ago to enter the 
United States and make a tour. They

We hinted that we might take the 
matter to court and test our rights. 
In response to that, they observed that 
we might win in the courts, but where 
waquld we be if the stage hands and 
the transportation hands of the theaters 
we appeared in refused to work for us? 

Next, we endeavored to make a com- 
promise, saying we would be content 
with bringing 15 men to play at the

assistance of a lawyer, who succeeded 


in having the question presented before | 


the executive board of the American 
Federation of Musicians. But again, 
no. They told us that not even a mill- 
tary band of the United States Army 
was allowed to play in a public park, 
under ordinary circumstances, all op- 
portunities for park playing being. pre- 
empted by union musicians, And as 
for the importation of musicians from 
Europe, that was not allowed, even 
temporarily. 

We went so far as to draw up our 
contracts so that our players would be 
obliged to return to Germany, arrang- 
ing for their deportation from the 
United States, if any showed an inclina- 
tion to stay. But all our proposals 
were negatived. And then, when we 
came to assembling our orchestra here, 
we had to do it through a union con- 
tractor. Our musical director, instead 
of being granted the right to choose his 
players, had to accept such as were 
assigned to him. 

The Wagnerian Opera Festival at 
the close of the present week moves 
to the Lexington Theater. It an- 
announces for the three weeks there 
“Freischiitz,” “Fidelio,” “Merry Wives 
of Windsor,” “Hansel and Gretel” and 
“Salome,” in addition to the works of 
the Wagnerian repertory now being 


given. 


EGYPTIAN INTEREST 
GROWS IN ZAGHLUL 


Understanding Likely to Be 
Sought With Exiled Leader 
by the British Government

CAIRO, March 6—A series of nearly 
40 attempts culminated on Sunday in 
an audacious endeavor to bomb the 
military headquarters at Cairo, the 
bomb failing to explode. The crimi- 
nals went on to a near-by café and 
threw a second bomb, killing one and | 
wounding two Egyptians, and wound- | 
ing three British soldiers. The num- 
bers, identity and aims of the assas- 
sins are more mysterious than ever, 
the object apparently being political, 
the outrages invariably following 
political developments and creating 
an atmosphere whereby an Anglo- 
Egyptian agreement is impossible. 

A sequel to the latest outrage was 
yesterday's arrest of six of the re- 
maining prominent Zaghlulist leaders 
in consequence of their issuing an 
inciting manifesto recently, when 
warned that any further outrage 
would entail arrest. Thus the Zaghlul- 
ist party organization is practically 
extinguished. All the prominent mem- 
bers are now confined. 

The political situation is more diffi- 
cult than at any previous 
Hopes for a settlement on the

dashed and Adly Pasha, the Liberal 
leader, is not willing to form a Cab- 
inet solely supported by his own party. 
One hope is the growing realization of 
the British authorities that the mar- 
tial law régime has not fulfilled its 
purpose, has not prevented political 
crime, has not facilitated the detec- 
tion of criminals but has merely em- 
bittered Anglo-Egyptian relations. 

A new orientation of policy is a 
likely, indeed the only alternative to 
increased coercion, involving the re- 
inforcing of the troops and further em- 
bitterment. Indications are not lack- 
ing that the British Government will 
seek an understanding with Zaghlul, 
who is now recognized as the sole 
Egyptian commanding sufficient sup- 
wy to render the negotiations fruit- 
ul. 

It is unlikely that Zaghlul would re- 
turn to Egypt to accept office involvy- 
ing an abandonment of the position 
hitherto occupied, but he would prob- 
ably agree to proceed to London to 
negotiate outstanding questions with 
the British Government. If an under- 
standing with Zaghlul can be arrived 
at early drastic changes in the Brit- 
ish Government’s policy toward Egypt 
may be expected, including the aboli- 
tion of martial law and the placing of 
control of the country and responsi- 
bility for the protection of foreign in- 
terests in Egyptian hands.

PRESIDENT CALLS SHOP STRIKE 
EXTENSION NOW UNWARRANTED 


Declares It Is Time That Settlement Was Reached 


With All 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (By The 
Associated Press)—President Harding 
has informed officials of the railway 
shopcrafts that he can see no “ade- 
quate question of principle” which 
warrants a further delay in settlement 
in all districts of last summer's shop- 
men’s strike. 

In a letter written just before he 
left Washington for Florida and made 
public today at the White House the 
President declared that “a minority 
of the interests involved” by their re- 
fusal to settle were “largely respon- 
sible” for interrupted coal deliveries 
and other unsatisfactory railway con- 
ditions in certain parts of the country. 

The President’s letter was in re- 
sponse to one from Stephen E. Connor, 
secretary of the Federated Shopcrafts, 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, and

Your letter of March 3 to hand, just 
as I am about leaving for the South.

DELEGATE INSISTS 
ON CASH PAYMENT 
FOR UNITED STATES

Remains Unsolved—New 
Treaty Still Urged

PARIS, March 6+-No solution was | 
found at the second meeting of finan- 
cial experts attended by Eliot Wads- 
worth, United States representative of 
the question of American army expen- 
diture on the Rhineland. Other coun- 
tries have recovered much of their oc- 
cupational costs, but the United States 
hitherto has received nothing. This 
is due to the non-ratification of the 


Versailles Treaty, and the absence of 
any special arrangement with the 
Allies regarding the distribution of 
moneys obtained, of which the occu- 
pational costs enjoy a priority. An- 
other attempt will be made next Sat- 
urday, but the general impression cf 
the delegates is that nothing can be 
done if the United States wiil not ar- 
range payment by deliveries of Ger- 
man dyestuffs or other articles. 

Apparently Mr. Wadsworth insists 
on cash payments. The view is taken 
that what is called the “First Mil- 
liard” cannot be applied to this pur- 
pose, since it was distributed long 
ago. What hope is there of getting 
cash from Germany now? The ques- 
tion whether if obtained the United 
States would have a prior claira, is 
also a subject of discussion. Again 
is the United States to collect the 
money direct or act through the rep- 
arations commission which is not offi- 
clally recognized by America? 


Difficulties Increasing

Always Protested Against Treaty 


Here is a fine opportunity, they 
Say, and we shall be foolish if we 
miss it. They have always protested 
against the defects of the 1919 docnu- 
ment. What changes must be made? 
Here is the list according to Per- 
tinax: 

1. The adaptation of the schedule of 
payments to the new circumstances: 
the application, direct or indirect, of the 
territory of the Ruhr and the Rhineland 
to the work of reparations: the method 
and duration of the occupation of the 
Ruhr; the definitive régime of Rhine- 
land occupation. 

2. Problems of Franco-Belgian se- 
curity; Articles 42 to 44 of the Treaty, 
calling for the dimilitarization of the 
left bank of the Rhine, as well as the 
right bank to depths of 50 kilometers, 
do not provide for control, nor do they 
give guarantees. This omission must 
be put right. 

3. Problem of the Saar. This should 
be settled in 1935 by a plebiscite. Will 
it be wise to allow to exist such a cause 
of conflict? If the Saar question comes 
up after Germany has become com- 
paratively strong, war may break out. 
It is necessary, therefore, in spite of 
the Treaty to settle the matter now. 

4. The problem of Westphalian coke 
is indispensable to the French iron in- 
dustry. 

Deliveries of Coke 

Nothing in the Treaty assures France 
of deliveries. beyond 1927. This must 
be remedied; the old problem of repara- 
tions in kind be reconsidered; the prob- 
lem of a commercial régime between 
Germany and the Allies must also be 
studied. ‘ 

Such is the frank statement of the 
subjects of negotiation, and it is ob- 
vious that they cannot be settled 
without a new treaty. However re- 
luctant M. Poincaré may personally 
be to this program, it is one which 
appeals to France.

War Minister’s Statement 


PARIS, March 6 (By The Associated 
Press)—The French Minister of War, 
Andrew Maginot, informed the Cabi- 


net today that he intended to keep the 
class of 1921 under colors until 
May 31. 

The Minister laid before the Cabinct 
a bill permitting engagements and re- 
engagements for the army for a period 
of six months. The official explana- 
tion of the delay in releasing the class 
of 1921 is the desire of the ministry 
to have experienced men for training 
the new class. 


Another French Center Occupied 


LONDON, March 6—A Central News 
dispatch from Berlin says that the 
Ruhr allies have occupied Remscheid 
and Kronberg. 


Remscheid is in Rhenish Prussia, 
18 miles east of Diisseldorf. It is the 
most important center in Germany for 
the manufacture of small iron and 
steel wares. Kronberg is a Prussian 
town in Hesse-Nassau, not far from 
KOonigstein. 


MILTON ACCEPTS 
ARMY COAL OFFER 


Is First New England Town to 
Use Military Trucks 


Nine five-ton United States army 
trucks loaded with anthracite pro- 
ceeded from South Boston coal pockets 
this morning to East Milton, the first 
town in New England to accept the 
offer of John W. Weeks, Secretary of 
War, for army trucks for carrying 
coal where it is most needed. 

The big army trucks were driven 
by regular army chauffeurs, and they 
were all under command of Sergeant 
Webb of the Fifth United States In- 
fantry. ‘The army chauffeurs, who 
take coal-transportation as just part 
of the day’s work, had a good bit of 
fun as they drove through South 
Boston, where from the sidewalks 
such comments as these were heard: 
“Now where. do you suppose the army 
is taking our coal?’ “Why don’t they 
leave us our coal?” “What does the 
army need coal for, anyway?’ and 
the like. 

Thirty other big trucks were sent 
up to Camp Devens yesterday. They 
were driven to Massachusetts from 
Baltimore with supplies for the army 
cantonment. When the order of Sec- 
retary Weeks was _ received, nine 
trucks of the train were unloaded and 
turned over to the coal-carrying 
emergency command. The others will 
be unloaded and held subject to call 
where coal is needed. 5

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ROADS OF COUNTRY 
NEED NEW CAPITAL 


Director Davis Says Carriers 
Have Not Received Fair Re- 
turn Which Act Specified 


American railroads have not re- 
ceived in recent years the fair return 
whieh the Transportation Act speci- 


fied they should receive when they 
were put under semi-government con- 
trol, James C. Davis, Director-General 
of Railroads, told the Traffic Club of 
New England this afternoon at a 
luncheon in his honor at the Boston 
City Club. Instead of getting a re- 
turn of 5.75 per cent on their value 
as the act specified, their freight 
rates had produced a deficit of .08 per 
cent in 1920, and net earnings of only 
2.95 per cent in 1921, and 4 per cent 
in 1922. The present problem, as Mr. 
| Davis sees it, is to get investors to 
put up rew capital for the roads, in 
the face of the increased tax burdens 
they bear, and the increased competi- 
tion of water and highway. 

Mr. Davis continued: 

In 1911 the agrgegate taxes paid by 
Class I and II roads was $444 a mile, 
while in 1921 taxes had increased to 
$1142 a mile, The roads were forced 
to bear a share of the cost of extending 
canals, government freight lines and 
road improvements, which increased 
competition with steam engines. 

Immediate Expenditures 

It is the consensus among railway 
experts that if railroads are to keep 
abreast of our growing tonnage, very 
large capital expenditures are abso- 
lutely necessary in the“immediate fu-

‘allowed a fair chance during a “leg- 
islative moratorium.” England had 
‘successfully consolidated 120 lines 
into four recently, and a similar trend 
was at work in the United States. 


Government Guarantee 


Voluntary consolfdation would be 
difficult of accomplishment, Mr. Davis 
went on. The great problem™~ was to 
induce profitable railroads to take 
over unprofitable ones. This might 
i be facilitated, he thought, by a Gov- 


| ernment guarantee of a very modest 
‘dividend, with the right on the part 
‘of the properties to earn a reasonable 
additional increase as a reward for, 


| efficiency and economy. 


“The carriers of the United States, 
if given a fair chance under normal 
conditions,” Mr. Davis said, “can and 
will give efficient and adequate ser- 
vice, at reasonable rates, lower than 
those that are to be found in any 
other country. in 6 


New England railroads were handi- 
capped by their isolation, Mr. Davis 
told a representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor. Because of their 
essentially terminal character, their 
short hauls and large proportion of 
employees to a mile of track, an in- 
crease in freight rates did them less 
good, and an increase in wage rates 
cost them more, than in areas of long 
hauls. Consolidation, he felt, was 
one answer to the difficulty.

DRY LAW ‘PUT OVER’ 


Officer of Prohibition Foundation 
Gives Figures to Disprove 
Wets’ Propaganda 


Figures to prove false the assertion 
of the liquor-seeking element that pro- 
hibition was “put over,” are contained 
in an open letter from J. B. Lewis 
president of the Prohibition Founda- 


tion’s Massachusetts branch and for- 
mer patriotic instructor of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, to the citizens 
of Massachusetts. He declares the pub- 
lic should know that prohibition has 
made “homes happier, lives brighter 
and children better cared for,” for 
these facts offset the “vicious and 
lying propaganda of the liquor inter- 


ests.” 

Mr. Lewis states in part: 

The ultimate success of a national 
constitutional prohibition depends upon 
an enlightened and informed public sen- 
timent. In order to offset’ the 
vicious and lying propaganda of the 
liquor interests we must place the real 
facts before the people. The constant 
repetition of false statements by the 
opponents of prohibition must be met 
by a campaign of education. More than 
100 years of agitation preceded the 
enactment of national prohibition. The 
constantly repeated assertion of the 
liquor forces that prohibition was put 
over by a minority is absolutely false. 
Before the federal law was adopted, 32 
of the 48 states had passed prohibition 
laws of their own. Alaska has given a 
large majority in favor of it, and in 
Porto Rico a majority of over 37,000 
expressed their approval. 

West Virginia placed prohibition in 
its state Constitution in 1912, by a ma- 
jority of 92,342. Michigan gave over 
68,000 majority in its favor. Virginia 
approved it by over 30,000 majority in 
a popular vote. Florida made it a part 
of her state Constitution by a majority 
of 8242, every county in the State, as 
well as the largest city, Jacksonville, 
having given a majority in its favor. 
Nebraska outlawed the traffic by a ma- 
jority of over 44,000 and other states 
expressed their approval by substantial 
votes. 

These facts, which are matters of 
official record, ought to forever silence 
the parrot cry that prohibition was put 
over when the people were asleep. The 
movement in behalf of light wines and 
beer is simply an attempt to destroy 
the law by nullification. It would mean, 
if successful, the return of the saloon, 
and the re-establishment of the liquor 
traffic. Prohibition is gradually fight- 
ing its way to victory. Homes are 
happier, lives are brighter, Children 
are better fed and cared for. 

Let us therefore with zeal and de- 
termination uphold and maintain this 
righteous law, and set an example to 
the whole world that shall help to 
bring about a great world victory over 
a great world curse.

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TAX AMENDMENT 
STARTS CONTEST 


Lively Campaign in New Hamp- 
shire Over Proposed Change 
in Constitution 
CONCORD, N. H., March 6 (Special) 
' —The campaign for and against the 


adoption of the tax reform constitu- 


tional amendment, which will be voted 
upon in New Hampshire next Tuesday 
has become exceedingly spirited. One 
hundred and thirty thousand appeals 
are going out this week to voters to 
vote “yes,” these being circulated by 
order of the tenth constitutional con- 
vention which voted to submit the 
amendment. 

On the other hand most of the news- 
papers are against adoption and a 
minority of prominent leaders in both 
political parties, headed by Chairman 
N. E. Martin of the House Judiciary 
Committee, are against it. The State 
Senate appears to be against the 
amendment and the House of Repre- 
sentatives is overwhelmingly for it. 

In the hope of winning votes for the 
- Measure the House will hold a debate 
this afternoon on a resolution of its 
ways and means committee setting 

forth exactly what the program of tax 
reform will be if the amendment is 
adopted. 

Although this Legislature can take 
no action toward governing tax legis- 
‘lation of future legislatures it is pro- 
posed to make known to the people 
exactly what will be done as an im- 
mediate effect of the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment. For tax 
legislation beyond the life of the pres- 
ent Legislature the people will be 
under the necessity of dependence 

upon the judgment of such future 
legislatures as the people may elect. 

The program of the present Legis- 
lature if the amendment is adopted, 
will include the following: 

1. Income tax on stocks, bonds, and 
money at interest. 

2. Taxation of deposits in savings 
banks at the same rate as taxation on 
money at interest instead of the pres- 
ent tax of three-fourths of 1 per cent 
on the principal. 

3, Consumption tax 


(probably 1 cent a gallon). 
4. Increase in the inheritance taxes. 


The people are to be given to under- 
stand that the effect of these new 
taxes, to be levied immediately upon 
the ratification of the amendment, will 
be to reduce or abolish the direct 
state tax which for many years has 
been levied by the Legislature to make 
up the difference between the state 
income and the state expenses. This 
direct tax has varied from year to 
year, being as low as $300,000 a year 
and as high as $1,700,000. The present 
direct tax is in the neighborhood of 
$1,500,000 and it is raised by each 
community in proportion to the 
amount of property already taxed for 
local purposes.

BIG $125,000 PLANT 
TO DISTRIBUTE MILK 


ern Massachusetts ‘to F: orm 
Outlet for Supply 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 6 
(Special)—A new development is 
promised. in the already complicated 
problem of New. England's milk dis- 
tribution by the announcement of the 
organization of a co-operative dairy- 
men’s association to handle the dis- 
tribution of Springfield’s milk supply. 

The Springfield Deiry System In- 
corporated has been formed and its 
members have perfected their plans 
to finance a model milk distributing 
plant in this city at an estimated cost 
of $125,000. The system will limit its 
membership to the 600 milk producers 
in the territory that is roughly in- 
cluded in the four western Massachu- 
setts counties. The effort is an at- 
tempt to assure a market for the local 
milk supply. 

The new system will make no at- 
tempt to retail milk. Unlike the suc- 
cessful farmers’ dairy associations in 
Holyoke and Pittsfield which have 
provided a profitable outlet for local 
groups of dairymen within the past 
two years, the Springfield Dairy Sys- 
tem Incorporated will depend npon 
existing milk dealers for its market. 
It will seek to assemble al] the milk 
produced by its members and then 
dispose of it to the regular city dis- 
tributors. 

Inasmuch as the motive of the or- 
ganization is to resist the practice of 
the milk dealers to seek cheaper milk 
from northern New England, critics 
of the new system point to the weak- 
ness.of a plan which fails to carry the 
milk all the way to the consumers.

| London, March 6 

“HE event of the week here has 
: been the sensational defeat at the 
: polls of two members of the Gov- 
ernment in Colonel Stanley. Under- 
secretary of the Home Department, 
and Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen, 
Minister of Health. In one case the 
‘successful candidate has been a Lib- 
eral and in the other a Laborite. 
’ Both events have been caused by 
middle-clags fears of the Govefn- 
“ment policy of-rent decontrol, which 
makes for the early removal of war 
‘restrictions on the amount landlords 
may demand of tenants in occupa- 
tion of their houses. The blow is so 
severe that this policy may now have 
to be recast, though the Conservative 
view is that continued contro] is one 
of the principal causes of the pres- 
ent serious shortage of houses in 
Great Britain, since no one wants to 
build while the State continues to 
-sJimit the rent obtainable in cases 
--where house -property values rise. 
Colonel Stanley has now resigned and 
:Sir Arthur has followed suit.. 

> > + 

Nothing is more eloquent of the 
shortage of houses in England, at 
present, than the anxiety displayed in 


middleclass circles at the majority re- 
_port of the committee on housing, 
which has recommended the im- 
mediate decontrol of moderately 
rented residences. The folk chiefly af- 
fected include the clerk, the merchant, 
the lawyer and the teacher, with in- 
comes under £1000 per annum. Num- 
bers of these occupy little stucco and 
brick houses around London, for the 
most ph let to them on lease. The 
cost of living has gone up since the 
war, but their rent has come under 
the provisions of the “Rent Restriction 
- Act” and has thus remained more or 
less at pre-war level. Not only this 
but the landlords have been unable 
to turn anybody out even in order 
to move in themselves. In many cases 
the present value of the houses is 
twice what is paid for them. Numbers 
of people also are anxious to buy and 
are prepared to pay the original cost 
twice over in order to obtain posses- 
sion. Almost a revolution in London 
suburban house-ownership therefore 
threatens. ‘ ‘ 


When Andrew Carnegie made his 
benefaction to the Universities of Scot- 
land for the assistance of students 
he said he trusted that “the manly 
independence so dear to the Scot” 
would lead many to return to the 
Trust what they had themselves _re- 
ceived. “At the annual meeting of the 
Trust held recently in London, Lord 
Sands who presided, gave particulars 
of amounts in response to this appeal. 
Last year 39 students repaid the re-

An amusing discussion has been 
started in the press as to who is re- 
spectable. Those who travel know 
that unless they happen to be Cabinet 
Ministers or otherwise highly placed 


their passports must be signed by 
someone who will vouch for their re- 
spectability. This has produced a 
crop of amusing letters to the press. 
Thus a justice of the peace who was 
himself a competent authority to 
vou~h for another person had to 
search out the vicar of his parish to 
certify that he himself was a fit per- 
son to receive a passport. Another 
gentleman went with his wife on a 
visit to one of the new Baltic states. 
His passport dating from 1918, when 
Mr. Balfour was in office, was in per- 
fect order, duly viséd. On his arrival 
at the frontier an official examined 
his document, pronounced it all cor- 
rect, and made out a paper to say that 
A. J. Balfour and his wife were per- 
mitted to travel in the country. And, 
as one writer says, after all the 
trouble which a passport entails, it 
mocks you by saying you may travel 
“without let or hindrance”!

So considerable a speeding up in 
the ’bus traffic of London has fol- 
lowed the experimental introduction 


of fixed stopping places for these es- 
sential public vehicles, that the system 
is now to be made permanent. No 
longer, therefore, will the London ’bus 
be obliged to stop in mid career for 
every individual who waves an um- 


brella, to the delay of all the passen-, 


gers already on it. A £10,000 con- 
tract has been placed for signs, in 
cream enamel with bronze mountings 
and blue letterings, to indicate where 
the stopping places are to be.

A Letter to Rich Lawbreakers 


To the Editor of The Christian Science 
Monitor:. - 

May we through your columns appeal 
to all thoughtful citizens and leaders 
who today are violating the prohibition 
law. We cannot believe they realize 
how far-reaching is their influence in 
the community nor how much their 
light words and actions concerning pro- 
hibition clog enforcement and’ reduce 
the greater benefits that might accrue. 

Even under the present partial en- 
forcement, arrests for drunkenness, in 
Massachusetts, show a reduction of 41 
per cent between 1917 (wet) and 1922 
(dry). Charity organizations report 
an even greater reduction in cases 
where drink is a factor. The West 
Side Court of New York City reported 
not one case of Christmas drunken- 
ness, and doctors at the Bellevue Hos- 
pital, New York City, according to the 
press, reported the lowest number of 
cases of alcoholism brought for treat- 
ment on Christmas day in the history 
of the institution. Were one able to 
* point out, in a movement against tuber- 
culosis, for example, such reductions 
brought about by the passage of a law, 
certainly every thoughful citizen would 
favor that law and do his utmost to 
command respect by keeping it nimself. 

But today, despite these proofs of 
benefit, thoughtful citizens, influential 
leaders, constantly flout the law by word 
and deed. Can it be possible that the 
American people are willing to work 
for social betterment only where it asks 
no personal sacrifice from themselves’

in India, China, Egypt, It Is Invaluable to Travelers

LONDON, Feb. 9—The Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Association is an organi- 
zation that has moved with the times. 
When a representative of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor called at head- 
quarters recently she found that Miss 
Charlotte Niven, the general secretary, 
was in India, and Miss Mary Dingman, 
the industrial. secretary, was in 
China. Miss Evelyn Moore, the inter- 
national commission secretary, was 
eloquent on Czechoslovakia, which 
she had visited recently. 

The latest reports of the World’s 
Y. W. C. A. show that in no less than 
48 countries the Y. W. C. A. has estab- 
lished a hold, and in many of them 
receives substantial encouragement 
both from the ‘authorities and impor- 
tant individuals. In Japan, for in- 
stance, its migration work is subsi- 
dized by the Government; while Mr. 
Kagawa, the well-known social worker 
and writer, has given it valuable assist- 
ance and advice. In Rumania the 
Queen is deeply interested in the work 
and gives it much practical help. 

South African Activities 

In South Africa there are three 
sections of the community to cater 
for: the girl of European descent, 
the colored girl of mixed race, and 
the purely native girl. Over 3000 
native girls are enrolled in the asso- 
ciation, and there is a hostel in Jo- 


hannesburg for native girls entering

by some girl traveler, thankful to 
discover the sign of the Blue Triangle 
in a strange land!

of the total. If nothing unforeseen 
happens, Canada will sell to the 
United States during the current cal- 
endar year $25,000,000 more of pulp 
and paper products than she did in 
1923. 

The signing of the fisheries conven- 
tion between Canada and the United 
States for the regulation of the hali- 
but fisheries on the Pacific is another 
evidence of their closer commercial 
relations. In this connection one 
might point also to the action of Con- 
press providing for reciprocity in the 
collection of the income tax by the 
two governments. 

The railway situation continues to 
show improvement, the Canadian Pa- 
cific’s statement for January giving 
the gross earnings as $13,148,914, an 
increase of $1,810,939 over the corre-

Continental Paper 
Prolucts, Limited, which is a subsid- 
fary of the Continental Paper & Bag 
Mills of New York, has sold a $750,000 
issue of first mortgage and collateral 
trust 20-year convertible sinking-fund 
gold bonds. These issues are a reflec- 
tion of the activity in the pulp and 
pap2r industry. 

Canadian bond sales in the United 
States during January and February 
totaled approximately $45,000,000, or 
more than double tkose for the corre- 
sponding months in 1922. In Febru- 
ary last year there were no sales 
.across the line, but last month they 
were quite heavy, especially for indus- 
trial purposes. 

The Canadian bank statement for 
January contains further evidence that 
the process of liquidation is still 
under way. The note circulation at 
$152,632,000 was $23,000,000 below that 
for December; call loans in Canada 
were $8,000,000 less; while it is to be 
observed that those outside of Canada, 
which means New York, fell off to the 
extent of $83,000,000 during the 
month.

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TAXATION ROUSES 
CHANNEL ISLANDS 


Home Secretary's Proposal to Tax 
Jersey and Guernsey £600,000 


Staggers Islanders 


GUERNSEY, Feb. 6 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—The great question of the 
‘day in the Channel Islands is that 
raised by the Home Secretary in a 
communication to the local Govern- 
‘ments of Jersey and Guernsey. For 


some time, indeed since the investiga- 
tions of the Geddes Committee, spec- 
ulation has been rife as to whether 


the islands should bear a share of the | 
Imperial burden. When, however, the | 
Home Secretary proposes that the | 
share should amount to annual. pay- | 
ments of £325,000 from Jersey and) 
£275,000 from Guernsey the proposal 
seems a’ staggering one to the 
islanders. 
Comparisons of Taxation 


In a@ memorandum attached to his 
letter the Home Secretary makes 
many comparisons of direct and in- 
direct taxation that invite careful in- 
vestigation, for undoubtedly condi- 
tions in the islands vary very con- 
siderably from those on the mainland. 

In all the islands the system of 
small freeholds operates, the average 
amount of land in each being from 
one to two acres. The land is cul- 
tivated intensively; there are no large 
landed proprietors, no millionaires, no 
big manufacturers, and the prosperity 
of the islands depends chiefly on 
highly developed culture, the returns 
‘for which are naturally affected by 
the prices obtainable from the main- 
jand, and are subject to increasing 
competition from Holland, the Canary 
Islands, and Spain. 

Foodstuffs have largely to be im- 
ported. Guernsey, for instance, can- 
not supply all the butter and eggs 
needed for home consumption, and all 
flour has to be imported, besides most 
of the cattle foods, hay and straw. 
Artificial manures have to be brought 
in, and no coal is found on any of; 
the islands. Naturally, this means a | 
heavy outlay before profits can be| 
spoken about—let alone taxation. 


Sources of Revenue 


Owing to the small holdings, estate 
duties would not be remunerative, but 
there still remain certain ways by 
which: money could be raised directly 
and indirectly, especially on alcoholic 
liquors and tobacco. It is realized that 
united action will have to be taken by 
the islands to meet the issue fairly and 
squarely, and such action will be taken 
in the spirit as that which sent forth 
to the war the young men who per- 
formed such worthy deeds for the 
Empire. Most of the island people are 
agreed that inordinate squeezing 
would result in a general lowering of 
trade, would keep visitors away, and, 
worst of all, would usher in unem- 
ployment, which would force the ener- 
getic young people to emigrate to 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. 
Special ‘meetings’ of the states in 
both islands are to be convened at an 
early date to deal with the subject.

The Greek figures show that 
there are now close upon 1,500,000 
Christian refugees from Turkish terri- 
tory in Greece and the neighboring 
islands. 

“It is,” he said, “as if a great pas- 
senger ship had foundered, and the 
sea were filled with a mass of strug- 
gling humanity all liable to perish, 
unless help can quickly come.” 


Resources Exhausted 
The chief need is for tents to af- 
ford some kind of shelter, for hous- | 
ing accommodation is utterly deficient | 
and the factories and sheds where the | 
refugees are now herded together are’ 


crowded beyond belief. Capital is 
also needed to develop the carpet in- 
dustry which destitute families from 
Asia Minor have brought with them. 
Here opportunity presents itself for 
enterprise that has considerable prac- ' 
tical possibilities, as the Greek cli-' 
mate is suitable for it and a large 
quantity of cheap and highly skilled! 
labor is available. The Greek Gov-'| 
ernment is also in urgent want of a- 
loan to enable feeding operations to’ 
continue, for food has to be brought: 
from outside, the resources of the} 
country itself being quite exhausted—:! 
Greece not being self-supporting in' 
the matter of supplies. 

Everywhere he went, Mr. Spender 
said, he found the Americans have 
created “a fund of gratitude” by the 
noble work they have done in feeding 
the sufferers, though to encourage 
among Armenians in Turkish terri- ‘| 
tory aspirations for liberty and cul-| 
tivation, which the Turks detest as, 
turning them into rebels, may not 
have been always wise, when not so 
much as a corporal’s guard has been 
in the background to insure protec- .

they will have to pay the supreme 
penalty for the executions of their 
predecessors in office. They are doing 
wonders nevertheless not only in feed- | 
ing refugees but also in reconstitut- | 
ing their beaten armies which are | 
getting back rapidly to a state of some 
efficiency, despite the desperate finan- 
cial straits to which the country has 
heen reduced. 

The. Greek Outlook, however ig 
gloomy. Eleutherios Venizelos suc- 
ceeded at Lausanne in patching up an 
arrangement with Turkey in regard 
to the indemnity, but the presence of 
Turkish armies in eastern Thrace is a 
constant menace, and the Little 
Entente, which Greece is anxious to 
join, so as to obtain allies, refuses 
to admit it until peace with the Turks 
shall have been concluded. Mean- 
while the country is so swamped with 
helpless refugees that its whole | 
national life is threatened. | 

“The existence of Greece is at | 
Stake,” said Mr. Spender, “and it is 
up to the world to decide whether she 
wishes Turkey to throw her cloak of 
darkness once more over Europe in 
the Near East.”

After her splendid work in grand 
tragedy and less splendid if im- 
mensely clever work in. Grand Gui- 
gnol, it is interesting to see Sybil 
Thorndike in downright farce; and she 
proves her versatility by doing it as 
well as She does the other two. 

In “Advertising April” Miss Thorn- 
dike has capital material to work with. 
A genuine farce in more than one 
sense of the word, it is admirable; 
there is more in it than actually meets 
the eye. For in its entertaining way 
it is a gibe; a gibe at the public, the 
press and the cinema. Whether the 
public mind being gibed at or not 
perhaps remains to be proved; cer- 
tainly they took their trouncing un- 
commonly good-naturedly at the Cri- 
terion Theater, where the audience 
rocked with laughter. The press also, 
judging from. the tone of their criti- 
cisms, are able to take their gruel in 
good part. Whether the cinema will 
do so remains to be seen; certainly 
“Advertising April” has the material, 
as the authors themselves ingeniously 
Intimate in their last act, for an ex- 
cellent picture—a peep behind the 
ecinematograph scenes, and a peep be- 
hind the scenes is always attractive, 
though unfortunately not so rare as 
it used to be. 

April Mawne, or, to give her her real 
name, Mrs. Hobart, is a cinema star. 
Her husband is her press agent and 
she owes her great position largely to 
his highy colored work. She is a ca- 
pable actress, but not more so than 
hundreds of others who have not been 
cleverly boomed. There is nothing 
strikingly original in Hobart’s ideas, 
in fact he has few of his own, but the 
manner in which he employs other 
people’s ideas to his wife’s advantage 
is, from an agent’s point of view, won- 
derful. 

Mervyn Jones is a serious-minded 
young poet who has a romantic admir- 
ation for April, and thrusts himself 
into her presence with no worse mo- 
tive than to give a word or two of ad- 
vice. He points out to her that her 
life is a sham; quite a legitimate sham 
when she is doing her work and play-

ing her part; but illegitimate and rep- 
rehensible when she continues to act 
off the stage; signs articles she has 
never written, delivers opinions not 
her own to interviewers, and publishes 
one of Mervyn’s love letters for the 
edification of her public. Mervyn's ex- 
cuse for his first forced entrance is to 
recover the remainder. 

The climax to his preaching is 
his great idea of starting a “Real 
Life” campaign. April, or rather her 
husband, at once cottons to this idea. 
There is money, publicity, kudos in it, 
for April Mawne. Her stock will go 
up. Mervyn Jones has the mortifica- 
tion of seeing his idea grow into a 
great movement controlled and organ- 
ized by the wrong people in the wrong 
way, and with sinister and entirely 
selfish motives. April Mawne, how- 
ever, is not altogether artificial. 
There is one rea] thing about her, and 
that is her affection for her husband. 
It is not very deep, but it is genuine. 
Amongst the stunts that he has-sug- 
gested is a good public divorce. No 
real harm in it, beyond the tissue of 
“showman’s lies” necessary to estab- 
lish the situation. 

Very cleverly April makes use of 
this idea, which really shocks her, to 
wake her husband up to the fact that 
the biggest and best thing in both 
their lives is their affection for each 
other. He realizes it, and says as 
much, and April is happy. They have 
a@ pretty little reconciliation scene 


and the curtain falls upon their put- 
ting their: devoted heads together to 
turn the little scene to good account 
for business purposes. 

The play is cleverly written. One 
scene especially is telling. Hobart 
oversteps the mark and contrives to 
take a snapshot of April’s interview 
with a princess at a charity bazaar. 
The manner in which Her Royal High- 
ness reduces both April and her hus- 
band to their proper level by her few 
well-bred and well-chosen remarks, 
goes straight to the mark. 

The acting of Sybil Thorndike and 
Frank Cellier as April and her hus- 
band is remarkable, and all the more 
so when one realizes that their per- 
formances most recently fresh in the 
public mind were those of Beatrice 
Cenci and Henry IV! The perform- 
ance only goes to prove that a really 
accomplished artist can play all 
extremes. The other parts were all 
well played; especially the Mrs. Trim- 
mer of Margaret Yarde, Rachel Shaw, 
a modern young woman.of the willowy 
type, of Elizabeth Pollock, Mervyn 
Jones of Lawrence Anderson, and the 
Princess of Elinor Foster. It is to be 
hoped that “Advertising April” has 
come to stay.

‘The DoDo Playshop 


Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Special Correspondence 
HE DoDo Playshop is located 
in Ann Arbor, seat of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and has cer- 
tain peculiarities. It gives only origi- 
nal plays written by its members, 
paints its own scenery and makes its 
own costumes. At first the DoDo 
Playshop folks gave their perform- 
ances in the front and back parlor of 
a private residence, where 16 could 
see the play at one time. But it 
immediately outgrew this, and the 
dining room was turned into a stage 
and the kitchen into an auditorium, 

seating 36. 

Then an old barn was : found on the 
northwest side of the city a mile and 
a half from the University campus. 

All during the fall the members 
worked converting the interior into a 
theater. In a floor space about 20x36 
feet a stage was constructed with a 
curtain opening of 12 feet, a back 
9% feet, and a depth of 12 feet; and 
the auditorium has four rows of seats, 
the back one higher than the front 
ones, in a‘regularly descending scale, 
the front row being less than three 
feet from the stage, which was raised 
some 18 inches. 

Already one series of three plays 
has been given, all written by mem- 
bers, two of them by instructors in the 
university, and one a bit of Detroit 
slum experience of the author when 
she was in an Italian quarter social 
settlement. In order to accommodate 
the 150 members it is necessary to 
give the plays three times; but in 
aid of the Russian Relief for children, 
it was given a fourth time. 

The DoDo Playshop is not a 
university activity, for town’s folks 
are also members; but naturally pro- 
fessors, instructors and students are 
deeply interested. -It is possible that 
in the not distant future the DoDo 
will enlarge their activities to the ex- 
tent of printing a monthly or quarterly 
magazine which will produce some of 
the members’ plays, prose and poetry. 


Chronicle House 


CLEVELAND, 0O. (Special Corre- 
spondence)—Interest to an unusual 
degree is taken in the little theater 
movement in Cleveland, judging from 
the stir created in amateur and pro- 
fessional stage circles by the opening 
of.Chronicle House, Cleveland’s third 
little theater.

The society has a member- 
ship of 10, which will be augmented 
from time to time for the large cast 
plays.

Shakespeare in Pasadena 


PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 21 (Spe- 
gial Correspondence) — “Love’s La- 
bour’s Lost” has just been revived 
by the Pasadena Community Players.

It is doubtful if in all of Shake- 
speare’s plays there are any more 
difficult lines to read than in “Love’s 
Labour’s Lost.”

The Book of Sweet-Smelling Savors 


the cabman who comes in the 

“Little White Bird”: they drive 
us back to childhood. One of my earli- 
est recollections is that my grandmoth- 
er’s house had the succulent odor of 
raspberry drops about it; and there are 
others I remember. The village school 
always smelled of red paint (and not 
at all of green paint), and with the 
exception of my grandmother's pew, 
which had a most delightful odor of 
lilies of the valley, the church smelled 
of store cupboards just’ spring- 
cleaned; the village street like a 
grocer’s shop. I knew a china shop 
in a Yorkshire town, whose every jug 
sent forth such a smell of Victoria 
plums that no little boys should have 
been allowed to go further than the 
doormat! Nowadays, whenever I pass 
a farm, the odor of it carries my 
thought over the Channel to the little 
crockery shop and thence to the moors 
where I spent some of the happiest 
days of my childhood. In the same 
way the tang of tar here on the roads 
of France will put me back on the 
Hastings road with a Browning in my 
pocket. 

About succulent odors, they are 
peculiar to the individual. But I think 
most people would agree that water- 
color paint smells far more pleasantly 
than it tastes! I draw from school- 
day memories. 

Newly-painted lead soldiers used 
always to. make my mouth water; and 
only a few weeks ago I came across a 
varnish which made me sigh for the 
raspberry drops of my grandmother's 
house. Mint, thyme, sage and bay 
leaf—does one sr®ell or taste them 
first? 

We all know those funny suburban 
drawing-rooms where one thinks one is 
in a museum, and where the furniture 
and ornaments seem once to have been 
family pets which are now stuffed to 
preserve their memory. This is the 
work of camphor. 
bolic, which greet one generally be- 
fore the lady of the house (who comes 
along later taking off her apron) are 
lower down in the social scale; just 
as roses in a window seat are'so much 
higher, till the utmost height soars 
halfway out of human life into fiction 
where we find Madame _ Butterfly 
strewing flowers to greet her hus- 
band. 

Somewhere near the highest flights 
of poetry come the perfumes of the 
Orient, but there are homelier smells 
which come closer to the heart. For 
my part I think there is nothing like 
the smell of unfinished leather in old 
clothes. I once had a jacket which I 
hope is now having the time it de- 
serves in Valhalla among the other 
heroes. It started its career by falling 
with me into a tanpit, and after that it 
acquired quite an aroma of its own 
from the strange parts I have tramped 
in and from the endless medley of 
objects which eventually burst its 
pockets. It had an international knowl- 
edge of haystacks and wardrobes. But

the greatest thing about it was the 
smack of leather which lingered in it 
to the end. 

The smell of leather; but this is a 
very .personal affair.

Therein you will find a fra- 
grance for every fancy, an odor for 
every mood to journey on. Will our 
gratified noses be able to stand this 
book? I select from the index pane- 
gyrics on bonfires and chestnut roast- 
ing; remarks on the smells of towns 
and cities; London has several pages 
on meeting the Orient at the Docks, 
the wonders of Pickle Herring Street 
and the tanyards of Bermondsey; I 
think half the cities of the world are 
mentioned. 

What I shall like best to hear about 
are tbe cool odors that come with the 
wide winds across the French and 
English highways, bearing with them 
the great fragrance of the open coun- 
try. The rest are smells, pungent and 
spritelike in their quaint associa- 
tions; but the scent of honeysuckle, 
thyme and vetch on the Normandy 
roadsides, and of the wild June roses 
of the English hedgerows is a lyrical 
thing with more of Ariel than of 
Puck in it; something unutterable and 
not to pass out of memory, as Kip- 
ling’s Roman soldier knew.

Mr. Heil’s Bird Models 


NE suspects that Mr. Charles E. 
() Heil has had unlimited patience 
with his many fledgling models 
in etching. Who could make a young 
bluejay behave long enough to “take 
his picture”? Yet Mr. Heil has found 
a way of mastering not only the in- 
tricacies of that tantalizing medium of 
acid-eaten line, but of irrepressible 
youth as well. A whole series of 
prints attest his skill and powers of 
observation, his clear-cut, precise tech- 
nique, where nothing is left to chance, 
and his friendly understanding of the 
tattered urchins of the forest. Here 
are two young chewinks, sitting back 
to back, as on a causeuse, that have 
the air of taking life much too seri- 
ously for birds so young. In another 
print, a young catbird clasps a brier 
cane “with crooked hands,” or again, 
it is a chickadee who sits, as I have 
so often seen them do, silent awhile 
on his pine cone, musing on who 
knows what problem of chickadee 
economy. All these studies of bird- 
life are wonderfully accurate. 
Heil manages to register the very ex-

Summer Festival in the 


Alps 

A pastor in tweed breeches and 
mountaineer costume had just finished 
a prayer on the transcendent beauty 
of the Alps. He had praised the stal- 
wart mountains in words that echoed 
aloft and offered thanks for the pleas- 
ure of residing where nature had so 
bountifully given of her richest stores. 
The peasants had spread out upon the 
thick fields covered with Swiss flowers 
in radiant bloom. Rhododendrons and 
gentians gave atmosphere and fra- 
grance to the undulating scene of 
spotted green, while from the cow- 
sheds in the little hamlet there 
emerged the sleek charges of the 
herders who called them to water. 
The slow animals marched alone to 
the brink of a flat pool, to drink and 
meditate, to glare and drink again. 

The Bernese costumes in their glory 
of colors, with chains and rosettes 
forming a tracery of silver brocade 
over shoulders, arms and chests, were 
lit up by- the sun as the dancers in 
thick nailed boots glided over the 
pasture. Gay peasants in gala cos- 
tumes du peys threaded their way 
about like marionettes, against the 
sombre hues worn by the Vaudois 
girls, as only the wealthy peasants of 
Berne can afford to wear the charm- 
ing. patriotic costume of Berne. 

There was a deftness to their danc- 
ing, and a merry ring to their song. 
They made the sides of Les Diablerets 
echo with their refrain. La Ruche, 
the little village in the mountains was 
the meeting place and rendezvous for 
this annual summer festival of the 
Swiss peasants. The reunion of moun- 
taineer and villager, of peasant and 
peasant from the near-by cantons was 
known as “La mi-été,” occurring in 
the middle of summer. 

The gathering was stirred with the 
spirit of patriotic songs led by the 
clear voice of the pastor. “Sur Nos 
Monts Quand le Soleil,” the beautiful 
national anthem of the Swiss, brought 
the peasants to their feet. The song 
fitted to the occasion: “Voici la mi 
6té,” gave the crowd a refrain to which 
they all contributed. 

They danced to the puffy notes of 
an accordion, villagers and mountain- 
eers, and the herders of the cattle 
which kept to the sheds in the back- 
ground were mingling in the dance. 
The accordion was faithful to the last, 
and the musician obligingly offered 
encores when the dance continued. 

“Ta mi-é6té” was not a long festival. 
About three o’clock in the afternoon 
those who had a long walk ahead took 
their spiked mountain canes and 
ambled off upon the road. Slowly and 
in groups the others took their leave 
before sundown had touched the 
mountain with the first gray tint of 
twilight.

in Florida, the President addressed to the Lieutenant- 

Governor of Ohio a letter, in the 

( ) course of which he said: “It 1s 

Th inconceivable to me that the 
e 


American people, who have long

been devoted to this ideal, should 
refuse their adherence now to 
such a program as is represented 
by this tribunal.” The tribunal 
referred to was, of course, the 
Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice at The Hague. 

The occasion of the President’s letter was the acknowl- 
edgment of resolutions adopted by the Ohio State Senate, 
indorsing Mr. Harding’s recommendation to Congress 
that the United States should participate fully in the work 
of that international body. The correspondence is 1n- 
dicative of the beginning of a vigorous campaign on the 
part of the President for the arousing of such public 
sentiment throughout the United States as the Congress, 
which meets next December, shall not be able to ignore. 
The President’s plan for a visit to the Pacific coast will 
give him opportunity to make this appeal in person. The 
sentiment which he seeks to arouse is existent in the great 
mass of the American people, requiring only a suitable 
appeal to make it articulate and commanding. 

Whether this means a nation-wide struggle involving 
such prominent figures in the Republican Party as Sena- 
tors Lodge, Johnson and McCormick, all of whom have 
aligned themselves definitely against the further partict- 
pation of the United States in international organizations, 
is yet to be determined. These,senators, with their allies, 
were able to block consideration of the World Court prop- 
osition in the few days remaining to the last Senate after 
the President had made his recommendation. But it is 
easily conceivable that what they might do with a mor'- 
bund Senate, aided by rules which put its activities at the 
mercy of a few, cannot be repeated in dealing with the 
Nation as a whole. 

In his letter to the Lieutenant-Governor of Ohio, the 
President said further: 


I look upon the establishment of the Court of Inter- 
national Justice, with the jurisdiction that has been 
given to it, as one of the greatest advances which world 
society has made toward conditions in which, at last, the 
rule of law may be substituted for the rule of force. It 
looks to the settlement of issues before they become 
dangerously acute; it contemplates the elimination of 
the causes of conflict and war. Feeling thus, I cannot 
but believe that our own country should be among the 
most devoted adherents of such a program. 

Such convictions earnestly enunciated by the Chief Magis- 
trate of the United States cannot but arouse a dominant 
public sentiment. He should have, and doubtless will 
have, in this work the hearty co-operation of the leaders 
of the majority of his own party, and a number of non- 
partisan organizations devoted to the education of the 
American people in the duties and responsibilities in- 
volvéd in their position as a world power. Such organi- 
zations as the Church Peace Union, the World Peace 
Foundation, and the other church bodies which have, 
during this week, been holding conferences in Boston and 
elsewhere, should stand squarely back of the President 
in the task which he has assumed. 

These organizations are wholly nonpartisan. The 
purpose sought by the Republican President is equally 
nonpaftisan. The latter fact is perhaps emphasized by the 
record of the Senate, to which the President sent his 
appeal for approval of participation in the World Court, 
and in which his only opposition came from members of 
his own party. If there be political advantage to be 
reaped from the success of this proposition, it is a wholly 
secondary matter. If thought is to be given to its dis- 
tinctly partisan phases, it should be quite apparent to 
Republicans throughout the country that the spectacle of 
their President, touring the country and pleading for an 
international policy for which his chief support in the 
Senate came from the Democratic members, is one full of 
menace to the well-being of the Republican organization. 
If the party seeks to gain the fullest advantage from a 
policy which the Nation will inevitably uphold, it should 
get squarely behind the President, and respond enthusias- 
tically to his leadership. 


Campaign 
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WIDEsPREAD interest certainly will be aroused in the 
announced plan of the Chamber of Commerce of Berke- 
ley, Cal., to bring about what 
is referred to as “art expan- 
sion.” This means, apparently, 
the application, in all practical 
affairs, of higher and_ better 
ideals as those ideals are reflected 
in beautiful homes and office 
buildings, picturesque parks and 
roadways, and in all the details 
j} of what has come to be known 

as city planning. Incidentally, 
and as a part of the localized campaign, the Berkeley 
advocates of the project propose to broaden the scope of 
the discussion until it is taken up by similar organiza- 
tions throughout the United States. 

The disposition is, apparently, to get away from the 
narrow view that art can and should exist for art’s sake 
alone. The convincing assertion is made that the artist, 
like the laborer, is worthy of his hire. And the artist, 
broadly considered, includes the architect, the sculptor, 
the painter, the landscape gardener, the musician-com- 
poser, and all others who devote their time and energies 
to the development, in one way or another, of harmony 
in all its varied forms. 

It is no wonder that the Main Streets of yesterday 
are deserted. They no longer exist in their original 
nakedness and forbidding plainness. Everywhere there 
is being expressed, sometimes crudely, sometimes in 
measurable perfection, a clearer concept of what can be 
made a harmonious whole. This is not merely acci-

dental. There has come to the people who long devoted 
themselves to the sterner affairs of erecting a useful, 
rather than an ornamental, structure out of the crude 
materials of a virgin continent, an understanding that 
the utilitarian and the ornamental or ideal may be profit- 
ably combined. But this realization has been impressed 
by those whom a more or less indulgent majority have 
regarded as dreamers. They have, against odds, proved, 
time and again, the practical possibility of making beau- 
tiful that which the less thoughtful would make practical 
or useful only. It is encouraging that those associated 
with influential commercial organizations throughout the 
country have been able to take a comprehensive view of 
so important a matter. 


GENERAL approval has been given to the announced 
program, generally adopted throughout the United States, 
by which it is hoped to equalize 
the long-existing shortage in 
housing. There has been a more 
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Advancing 


on the part of owners of unim- 
proved property, shared by pro- 
spective individual home build- 
ers, to accept, for the time being 
at least, the present high wage 
scales fixed by organizations in 
the building trades. But no 
sooner was this concession agreed upon than there became 
apparent the wholly unreasonable purpose of manu factur- 
ers of materials to advance the selling price of nearly 
every article which enters into the. construction of build- 
ings of every character. 

This penalty, if it is imposed, will fall largely upon 
the home-owners and rent-payers. The investors in 
apartment house property, while affected to a degree, at 
once prepare to apportion the added original cost and 
provide for its eventual payment by those to whom they 
lease their premises. In a sense, also, the investors in 
stores and business property are similarly protected. The 
‘overhead’ expense, no matter how great or how small, 
is paid, in the long run, by the patrons, either the buyers 
of goods offered for sale, or the clients of the occupants 
of office quarters. In the erection of public buildings the 
cost is charged, sooner or later, to the taxpayer, and is 
paid by the last one in the line, the one who has no oppor- 
tunity to pass the penalty along. ‘The storekeeper, for 
instance, charges his taxes into his budget as overhead 
expense, which the expense of his business must be calcu- 
lated to absorb. The landlord makes a similar convenient 
entry, and so it is left to the salaried employees and the 
earners of wages by the day or week to stand in the 
breach and pay. There is nothing else they can do. 
They cannot demand that their salaries or wages be 
increased to provide for these additional or extraordinary 
expenses. They have no recourse. It is against them, in 
the final analysis, that all arbitrary advances in building 
costs are aimed. 

There will be, no doubt, a tremendous revival in 
building operations in the United States, despite this 
announced advance in costs. There is need for new 
houses, new stores, new offices, and new public buildings. 
These will be built, and no doubt the manufacturers of 
building materials will take their toll of profit as estimated 
by their announced arbitrary demands. The necessities of 
the many offer the opportunity for the few to exact an 
unreasonable and indefensible profit. 


Building 
Costs 
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STRICTLY regarded, it is a matter of absolutely no 
concern to the public what the particular religious views 
of any .person, no matter how 
well known and how prominent, 
happen to be. One may abstain, 
because of prejudice or convic- 
tion, from accepting any reli- 
gious belief (though the indul- 
gence in this prerogative is not 
so common as is sometimes 
supposed) and not be held to 
account by his associates or 
those who applaud his efforts. 
And there is even less a tendency to inquire closely or 
inquisitively into the particular creed or society whose 
interpretation of dogmas and doctrines the avowed 
believer accepts. That there should be divergent beliefs 
and interpretations is as humanly natural as that there 
should be divergent concepts of physical objects, even 
when observed from a single viewpoint. 

But there will be a quite general agreement that one 
who modestly admits a conscientious and habitual study 
of the Bible as a part of his day’s work, not because of 
a willingness to perform a duty or to please another, but 
because of the need which such reading and study meet, 
by that single disclosure elevates himself in public esteem. 
A few days ago it was related in news dispatches from 
the far west that Fred Stone, the well-known American 
comedian and producer, had signified his own “conver- 
sion’”’ after reading the Bible on a snow-bound train in 
Montana, by uniting with a church in a city of that 
State. In substantiation of the report, newspapers 
printed a dignified confirmation from the actor himself, 
in which he is quoted as saying: “It is a simple and 
natural thing, much too sacred to be used as copy.” 

It is a simple thing, and likewise sacred. But it is 
important as well. It is good for the people of the 
world to know that Fred Stone, merrymaker and clown, 
playwright and producer, actor and director, reads his 
Bible. But the reading in the snow-bound sleeper, to 
which attention has been called, was not prompted by a 
sudden inspiration, or by the loneliness caused by the 
sudden temporary separation from the members of his 
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_ family who had turned backward toward the east. Those 


who know Fred Stone well will testify that he has long 
been a constant and painstaking student of the Book. He 
has sought counsel and understanding in it for many 
years, as he will tell you if he is asked, and as he will 
assure you he has done with profit and satisfaction. No, 
the announcement that Fred Stone reads the Bible is 
hardly news,

Tue Acrors’ Equity Association is on the right 
side of the question as to whether or not the first-class 
theaters in New York State shall 
be open Sundays throughout the (~ ‘ 
year for the regular presentation 
of plays. The only possible 
argument in favor of such a 
project is a managerial greed for 
more money. The lame excuse 
that many people who have to 
work week days are now de- | 
prived of seeing good plays is \\ es 
too childish for serious consid- 
eration. There are, on the other hand, many reasons 
why the compelling of actors to work Sundays—it would 
eventually mean that, if the actor wished to retain an 
engagement—would be a most unfortunate step backward 
for those concerned. The conscientious actor gives his 
public all he possesses of ability and enthusiasm at his 
every public appearance. The kind of acting that seems 
to the public to be most like play is in reality the most 
taxing. No class of people live more completely absorbed 
in their work than do artists, and by the same token no 
one needs any more than they the respite from that effort 
that the Sunday change of mental activity and relaxation 
gives. 

That the spontaneity and freshness of acting would 
suffer greatly by calling upon actors to play 365 days in 
the year, plus matinees and extra performances on every 
possible holiday occasion, there is little doubt. A long run 
—say three years—of such work without a break would 
be little short of punishment (occasional performances 
for the benefit of some worthy charity given on Sunday, 
because the theater can be had on no other day, is quite 
another matter). The business man who has his Sun- 
days and holidays free knows the value to himself and to 
his work of those occasional breaks in the daily routine. 

The home life of the actor is often limited to Sundays 
alone. The percentage of actors and actresses owning 
their own homes today—often in the country near New 
York City—is many times larger than it was fifty years 
ago. Those homes have often been purchased through 
great effort and sacrifice, and in that much of an actor’s 
life is spent in hotels while on tour, his appreciation of 
his own home is likely to be very great. Sunday perform- 
ances—which would surely develop into performances 
being given on Sundays, “‘matinée and night’”—would 
prevent an actor from enjoying his home for sometimes 
months at a time. Any desire for becoming, with his 
family, a part of the social, political, or religious life of 
the community in which he is a taxpayer and in which he 
is bringing up his family, would have to be abandoned. 

The Actors’ Equity Association will do another fine 
thing for the men and women of the theater if it will 
prevent the carrying out of so unfortunate a project as 
forcing the actors to play on Sunday. 


Editorial Notes 


IN MANY respects it was no ordinary occasion when 
the Rev. Albert Victor Baillie, dean of Windsor and 
chaplain of King George V, spoke to a large congregation 
in the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, Boston, Mass., on 
Sunday last, as the representative in the United States 
of the English-Speaking Union. Moreover he showed 
unmistakably that he saw in the ideals of this organiza- 
tion an aim which is far larger than any narrow sectional- 
ism, and which separates it from any passing fad. “I am 
certain,’ he declared, ‘‘and [ test 1t by every opportunity, 
that the youth of the world today, and especially the 
young men of the world, are far more earnestly seeking 
for the truth, far more earnestly desiring non-material 
solutions for life, than they were twenty years ago.”” The 
corner stone of Anglo-American friendship is one which 
more and more clearly is becoming seen as essential to 
world harmony. 


Sunday 
Theaters 
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To COMMENCE preparations for a centennial celebra- 
tion fifty years before the actual date would seem a trifle 
premature in the ordinary instance, but in the case of 
Arbor Day, to be observed in 1972 under the auspices 
of the American Tree Association, it is perfectly natural, 
because it takes at least five decades for many trees to 
attain maturity. Aside altogether from the zsthetic aspects 
of the campaign, however, the economic angle should 
not be forgotten. What is the value to a city, that is 
to say, of many large trees planted in its midst? Spring- 
field, Mass., which is said to have more trees per in- 
habitant than any other American city, lists its 25,000 
trees among its financial assets at a total of $2,500,000. 
This fifty-years-ahead campaign is one which should ex- 
ercise a wide appeal and deserves an enthusiastic response.

A Glimpse at a Southern Irish Town 


CORK, Ireland, Feb. 24 (Special Correspondence)—I 
see from my window one of the main thoroughfares of a large 
southern Irish town, and over the housetops, and them 
rise the gray hills of the open country. My window is one of 
- little windows of the world; a peephole into southern Irish 
life. 

There are two sides to this life today: what the people 
are doing; and what they are thinking. The former is an 
inevitable result of the latter; and it is, therefore, significant 
that most people are going about their business in the usual 
way. Cattle are driven through the streets; lorries turn down 
the side roads toward the quays where ships are loading and 
unloading; farmers’ carts are coming to town and going away; 
there are business men in the hotels from all parts of the coun- 
try; there is the pleasant hum of activity everywhere. The 
pleasure-seeker is here as well. There is- golf if You want it; 
and football whether you want it or not. At night the theaters 
and cinemas are crowded. There has™been a two weeks’ 
Shakespeare season, the popularity of which attests a love for 
the finer things in human thought. There will be opera all next 
week, with “La Traviata” and “Madame Butterfly” among 
other works. In fact, the only people who are putting them- 
selves out are those directly connected with either political 
party; obviously the thinking of a people engaged in a per- 
fectly natural and normal way of living, can be little else but 
harmless and peaceful. , 

+ > 

There seems only one logical conclusion: that the men 
who are causing the present troubles in the country are a noisy 
minority who from the loftiest patriotic idealism have fallen to 
the methods of the ordinary bandit. The ghief evidence of 
their work is in the country; in the towns they start an occa- 
sional spell of firing at night, of which no one takes any notice. 
They have terrorized individuals; but the people, speaking 
generally, have only a theoretical sympathy, if any at all, with 
Republican ideas, and no sympathy whatever with their 
methods. 

In tackling these men—they are mostly young men and 
the dupes of their leaders—the army has been handicapped, 
in the first place, by lack of experience; by a crudity, not to 
say an absence, of effective discipline; by the fact that their 
enemy is, in a military sense, practically invisible; and lastly 
by sentiment. It has been proved that many irregulars have 
found their way into the ranks of the national army. Also, 
in spite of a bad cause, blood is thicker than water; and it is 
comprehensible if there has been any slackness in pursuing a 
war which has brought Irishman against Irishman.

Public opinion has been slow in forming, due, perhaps, to 
a trait of suspicion in Irish character generally: everyone wants 
peace, but there has been a nervousness and not always a 
unanimity in saying what kind of peace is wanted. The hopes 
of a settlement which have arisen recently have tended to bring 
the people together, and to close their ranks in support of the 
Government; while the effect on the Republicans has been to 
divide their -ounsels and to weaken many of them into sur- 
render. If, in the first place, the people had lent an ear to the 
command, “Know thyself,” public opinion would have been 
formed, and would probably have been strong enough to have 
crushed the rebellion within a very short time of its commence- 
ment. 

Peace once established, what will be the attitude of the 
people? The majority of thinking individuals I have met have 
realized that constructive economics are the better part of 
patriotic idealism. It is remarkable how closely associated 
with beautiful poetic expression the movement for Irish self- 
government has been. The patriots have given a poetical halo 
to their country’s tradition; but, with law and order estab- 
lished, the turn of the patriots will have been served. 

> > > 


Already in the matter of reconstructive ideas and prac- 
tical matters, the present Government would seem to be out 
of touch with its electors. Responsible men in this town, as 
in others, have told me that the general election cannot be far 
off, in which the present members of the Dail will find them- 
selves hard put to it to retain their seats against the competi- 
tion of men who have ideas as well as ideals. It is felt that the 
present Dail merely meets the national emergency. As for 
the Republicans, not much support is forecast for them, unless 
they learn to pipe a new tune to their constituencies. 

The next ten years may see a series of elections by which 
the merely patriotic element will be ousted and replaced by 
men who have a stake in the country. This would seem in- 
evitable as there is no dearth of valuable constructive ideas 
which time and peace will bring to the front. There are, 
broadly speaking, two types of Irishmen today. The one who 
will not easily forget old differences, a dweller in a melancholy 
and ineffectual past, perpetuating the old myth that an Irish- 
man is never happy unless he is fighting; the other, one who 
sees the apathy and the evils to be met, and is enthusiastic and 
practical enough to suggest remedies. I believe that in the new 
Ireland the word will be to him. V.5. FP. 


The Task of the Advertising Writer 


THE writer of advertising copy has in many respects a harder 
task than the writer of a short story or an essay, according to 
Earnest Elmo Calkins in Scribner’s Magazine. He must turn around 
in a much smaller space. To attract attention, create an atmos- 
phere, and put over a selling message, all within the compass of an 
average long paragraph, is a difficult thing for the most accomplished 
writer. Limitations press him from all sides. The writer of a 
short story has only to amuse or entertain. The successful writer 
of a certain kind of advertising copy must amuse and entertain 
merely as a preliminary to delivering a certain message with the ut- 
most possible force. He may, of course, blurt out his message 
without any preliminaries. A great deal of advertising is just that. 
But if he decides to use some one of the legitimate literary appeals, 
he must use his material with great economy. 

You may say, Where is the advertising that can compare favor- 
I am 
showing that the advertising writer in using literature’s attractive 
arts has a more difficult task than the writer pure and simple, but I 
do not say that he has performed it. Men have been writing 
literature three thousand years—advertising copy only about ten 
years. 


A Critic’s View of Whitman 


IN His recently published memoirs, Dr. Horace Howard 
Furness, the eminent Shakespearean scholar, expressed an opinion 
of Walt Whitman that will interest many: 


He was a poseur all his life. He pretended to be poor 
when he had thousands of dollars at the bank. He pre- 
tended to be uncultured and illiterate, when in reality he 
was an extremely well-read man. He pretended to write his 
poems just as they sprang from his lips, when in reality he 
labored over them with unwearied industry.... The very 
best thing about Walt was his god-like face and mien. 
and this will die with the generation which was blest with 
the sight. 


Once Furness went up to Whitman in the street, thanked him for 
being so handsome and hoped that he did not mind his saying se 
“No, Horace, I like it!" was the reply.
